The numerous and intelligent | 
readors of your publication may find it of 
comparative interest to hear how the-school 
business is conducted in the above named 
school district. 

I will be reticent however (and for laud. 
able reasons,) in disclosing the. informal 
man@uvres of the board of trustees and elu- 
cidating the arbitrary way in which the rate- 
payers here are dealt with. Let us tap the 
subject without any more preamble and 
show, as briefly as possible, how and to what 
extent the school officers here are tantalizing 
in their demeanor. 

On or about the 23rd day of November 
ultimo, I was at a ratepayer’s house when a 
sealed message was brought to him. He re- 
quested me to open it and acquaint him with 
its contents. After breaking the seal, what 
did I behold but a notice from the treasurer 
of board of trustees informing the ratepayer 
before mentioned that he wasassessed for 
such an amount, not giving any description 
of either real or personal property as instruct- 
ed to do by the ordinance; that he was taxed 
for so much and had to pay the same in 
thirty days fron. date or else steps to re. 
cover would be taken. Tt will not be un- 
seasonable to remark here that the ratepay- 
er alluded to had not been served with the 
notice which the secretary of the board of 
trustees is instructed by law to serve unto 
overy ratepayer in the district individually, 
either by mail or otherwise, in order to make 
known the place and date upon whith the 
court of revision will sit to hear complaints} 
ifany; and that the consequence of such a 
reproachable neglect of duty on’ the part of 
the seeretary was that the said court passed 
unawares. 

The peremptory wording of the notice, 
toyetber with the limited lapse of time which 
in payment had to be made quite startled the 
good law abiding citizen, who did not really 
know how to realize the money required, 
especially in these days of actual penury. He 
was einphatic in protesting against the way 
in which he had been assessed, and the total 
disregard, by the assessor, of clause 103 of 
the ordinance, in doing so. We dwelt upon 
the subject at leisure and after a free and 
copious exchange of ideas about it, I sug- 
vested that the best way for him to get out 
of this delimma was to write to the secretary 
of the board of trustees and to complain of 
being wrongfully assessed and also of not 
having been made cognizant, as according to 
law, of the place and date at which the court 
of revision was to sit and to request the 
board of trustees to be 2,ood enough to ap- 
point aday upon which ample opportunity 
would be afforded him to come before them 
and inake a full statement of his grievances. 
Allthis was done literally, without 
however, obtaining the desired result, as the 
request was not even acknowledged, but 
met, on the contrary, with a most cynical, 
contemptible silence, which any intelligent 
reader will view asa tangible proof of a total 
absence of all business-like ways and 
manners in our public officers bere and also 
av indubitable token of a rank ignorance. 

An interesting opuscule could be written, 
should you wish to be made acquainted with 
all the defects and irregularities that are 
allowed to slip into the general management 
of school business here, butas I judge it 
would be, under the present circumstances, 
doing an act contrary to achristian’sdignity, 
I will confine myself to advising the trustees 
of the Saskatchewan schol distriet No, 2 to 
make it a practice to attend the meetings of 
the trustees of the school district of Edmon- 
ton,or any Protestant school district in their 
vicinity, and learn from them how to dis- 
charge truly and verily the duties which 
devolve upon them as trustees 

None would have more pleasure in praising 
the administiratlon of their school affairs 
should it be commendable in the least, but, 
no, tomy sorrow, it does no credit to the 
race,

‘SUDDEN DEATH. 


On Wednesday morning a half breed 
woman known as Bella Christmas died sud- 
denly in the house in which she was living in 
the east end of town, She had been feeling 
unwell and had taken two doses of some 
medicine furnished by Mrs. Nancy Mac- 
donald, She died very shortly after taking 
the second dose, The police took charge of 
the body, but in the absence of the coroner, 
Dr. Mclonis, were unable to hold an inquest 


until instructions had been received from 
Ottawa, In accordance with instructions 
received Insp. Piercy, J. P. caused the 


following jury to be empannelled: W. D, 
Jarvis, foreman, W. Stiff, J. Thurston, J. A. 
Belden, W. Wilson, and K, Macdonald, The 
jury sat on Friday afternoon and after view- 
ing the body the evidence of Suzanne, a half 
breed woman living in the same house as the 
deceased, was taken, From this it appeared 
that deceased had been suffering from a bad 
cough for some time and Mrs. Macdonald 
had furnished her with a bottle of medicine 
intended to relieve the cough, Deceased took 
a dose of the mediciue on Tuesday night and 
felt no ill effeet. On Wednesday morning 
she took another dose, while witness’ back 
was turned, Feeling ner dress pulled, she 


turned around and saw deceased ina fit of | 


choking with blood coming from her mouth, 


Witness ran to George Thomas’ house close | 


by to ask for help, and deceased died almost 
immediately after her return. Dr. Potvin 
was examined as to the medicine, which he 
said appearad to be of a harmless nature, 
Of course its exact nature could only be dis- 
covered by a professional analyst, Judging 
from the evidence of Suzanne, without hav- 
ing seen the body, be eonsidered that death 
was caused by bleeding of the lungs, brought 
on by a choking tit, made fatal by the previ- 
ously diseased condition of the lungs, The 
case was adjourned until Monday to wet the 
evidence of Mrs. Maedonald, who lives at 
Long lake, as to the composition of the 
medicine, In the meautine, as there appear- 
to be no suspicion of foul play, preparations 
were made to bury the body. The burial 
took place to-day on the Stony Plain re- 
serve, at the handsof the police.
